DISSOLUTION. 

In oar yesterday's issue wa ahowod that 
•under oironmBtanoes saoli as exist m our 

Legialuture at present, tbe only proper 
and constitutiounl course to adopt is to 
dissolve and allow tlio people to express 
tbemaelvea upon tlie questions at isauo. 
We intend now to sbow the utter eliame- 
lessnesa of tho Opposition boio, as es:om- 
pUfied in tlieir continued obatruotion.and 
to contrast tlio course pursued with that 
carried out under similar oiroumBtanoea 
in tbe English House of OommOBB. There, 
when a disBolution is once decided upon, 
all party -warfare ceases and both sides of 
tbe House endeavor to facilitate necessary 
buBineas ond hasten the termination of 
the session. Here tbe Opposition are so 
lost to all sense of shame and decency that 
neither reason nor establiahed oustom.nor 
feeling of honor or patriotism weighs 
ought in tbe balance as against their 
selfishness and rapacity. On papre 404= of 
Todd we read that "after an appeal to tbo 
country has been determined upon, tbe 
dissolution should take place with tbo 
least possible dtlay; that is to sny as 
soon as the neoesHary business before 
Parliament has bean disposed of, the Op- 
pohiton moanwhire aiding the Ministry in 
completing the same, and re/rainiug from 
any further allemjit to embarrass thmn.' 
Nutbing could possibly be plainer than 
these words, quoted from tho highest 
authority, and if Mr. Walkem bad any re- 
speot for himself or any regard for tho 
welNbeing of responsible Government in 
this Province he ■would be guided by that 
well estnblifbed rule and ceuao bia un- 
seemly faciiousnesB, which can result in 
no good to the country, but may drag, 
nay, is drugging responsible Government 
iii the mire of ill-repute Can it be thut 
he is endeavoring to verify tbo position 
assumed by him in the old Crown Colony 
days, as the champion of one-man gov- 
ernment and tbo ovowed opponent of free 
institutiona? Can it be that he has only 
assumed tho chanioter of a demagogue in 
order tho more easily to destroy that form 
of Ee.-ponsible Government which in bih 
heart he holdti in contempt? No ona who 
heard the Premier's propositions yester- 
day with reference to tho arrangement of 
business remaining to be done, can be 
other than oonvinoed that the overtures 
made in an earnest, manly and straigbt- 
forward muHuer were in tiie true interest 
of the country and godd Government, and 
that ttieir rejectiun with un ill-conceulod 
recklessness of robuU worthy only of u 
political desperado, such as the leader of the 
Opposition is, can only be fraught with 
injury to the eommonwoalth if persisted 
in. The positihii taken by Mr. Walkem 
is simply, that he, as leader of a minority 
in the House, will muke the majority 
bend tho knee to bim. Ho would dictate 
what measures shall and shall not be coc 
sidered. He would usurp the preroga 
tlve of the leader of tbo Government and 
Call up ministerial measures when- and 
in what order ho likts, and if resisted he 
threatens her Mujesty with a total stop- 
page of BupplicH. Todd lays it down 
cleurly in page -iOG, in opouUing of si tlis- 
Bolution. "thut theHouaoof Commons 
cannot attempt to resist this exercise of 
tbe prerogative by withholding grants of 
money necessary for carrying ou the pub- 
lie service till a new Parliament can be 
BSFembled, wiikout vicurring the reproach 
0/ faction" A faotionist, and the leader 
of a faction Mr. Walkem is adjudged to 
be by his own oft-quoted authoriiy, Mr 
Todd and an obsirvniit public will not 
be alow to convict him of the well-merited 
reproach. Ou page 134 of Todd, ad 
verting to the probability of a dissolution 
of Parliament, Lord John Eussoll said: 
"He considered that a dissolution, like 
other prerogatives of the Crown, is one 
in which the House bad a right in certain 
cases to interfere. But I think the only 
ground upon which it can properly inter- 
fere is when the House can say that tbe 
course of legislation and administration 
is proceeding hai-moniously and likely to 
lead to beneSoial results, and that a dis- 
Bolntion would be a needless and wanten 
interference with business. Such was 
the ground taken by Mr. Pox in 1784, 
when an address was moved against the 
dissolution of Parliament. Such was the 
ground that we took when, in 1835, wo 
moved and carried a vote of censure 
against Sir Bobert Peel for the advice he 
gave to the Crown for the dissolution of 
that Parliament. He then said that it 
had been asserted by no one the prosont 
Parliament, if not soouer dinsolved, was 
likely to continue to its natural term with 
benefit to tbe conntry, or with improve- 
ment to its l^ei8llltiou," No one will pre- 
sume to say tlaat legislation is proceeding 
harmoniously in our House, or thut it is 
likely to lead to beneficial results so long 
as tl.'o present obstructives occupy the 
OppohitioD beuohe.H. It is therefore need 
leas to fay that dissolution on the author- 
ity of Lord John Russell i- justifiable and 
nec^B^ary. That poiut concedo'i, then wo 
follow Lord John to page 13C and flu<l 
him after announeiug a liit-solution Siiyiog 
that "it would not be proper thut any 
farther party sti-uggle snoald take place." 
It is interehiing to contrast ■ tbe course 
then .idoptpil by the leader of the Opposi- 
tion in tbo Housu of Commons, Bir Eo- 
bert Peel, who h:id at tho time a majority, 
with our Opposition leader with his mi 
nority. Sir Robert Peel saict (piige 136 
Todd) :— " That a dissolution having been 
detcrmiueid on, be ^honld throw nu im- 
pediment in the way of completing the 
public buaiuesa. provided it sbonid take 
place with the least pos-ible delay, and 
no measura bo pmposod meauwhile that 
was not imperatively requir d. It was 
also necessary, and aoconii ig to prece- 
dei t, that the new Parliament should be 
called together without delay. He ap- 
prehended that there could be no "consti- 
tu'iooal objectiou to giving the House an 
assurance to this effect, luusmuch as in 
1807, iu ISliO, and in 1831, the Crown, iu 
proroguing Purliameut intimated that a 
new Parliiiment should be convoked 
forthwith or without delay. Lord John 
Bnssell, nnder the pequliareircumstanoes 
of the Cfese, gare these assaranoes; but he 
did not think on ordioary occasions any 
guarantee should be called for from or 
given by tho advisers of the Crown in re- 
Bpeot to the exeroi^o of this prerogative." 
-Tbere^'tho respective leaders arranged 
matters Amicably and with due regard for 
decency and debdrnm and 'with , a View to 
the interests' of the public service, but to 
espei-t t-uch a course to be adopted by 
Mr. Walkem wore to expect iu the lan- 
guage of Scotland to be able '"to mak a 
•ilk uurso oot a sow's lug," To day alaat 
opportunity will be allowed the bbstiruo- 



tionists to retrace their stops and show a 
little of that patriotism and fairness which 
tho people are entitled to expect at tbo 
hands of its representatives. Experience, 
howover.has tanghtushowmnoh of either 
may be looked for from Walkem, Hum- 
phrsys & Co.

RUSSIA'S TTLTIMATXIM TO TUEKEY. 



Public Opinion In Uarlln and Vtennit. 

EUEOPE. 
LoNDO>(, April 2. — Tho Earl of Leitriin 
was shot opposite a cottage from which 
be had recently ejected a widow. His body 
was found in a ditch. Tho left side of his 
head is battered iu. It is thonglit ho wa^ 
also shot iu the head; but tho fatal t-hot 
was through the heart. His left arm is 
broken and tbe right completely shuttered . 
Three or four meu "Were Been loitering in 
the neighborhood before the murder 
Eighty-nine of his tenants were uudor 
notice to quit. 

Dublin, April 3 — The Earl of Leitrim 
left bia residence at Milford rihorLly be- 
fore 8 o'clock yesterday morning accom- 
panied by bis clerk and wasdiiviug on an 
ontsido car to Derry to meet hU solicitor. 
He always carried armii. It is supposed 
tho assassins concealed them.-elves behind 
a low embankment between the road and 
plautatii.u, aud thut having first bhot the 
earl tlipy shot Lis clerk aud di ivcr that 
there might bo no witnesses. His lord- 
ship's valet was driving about a mile 
behind bim and on coming i.p found his 
master and clerk lying dead on the road. 
The aasuBsins meanwhile escaped in a 
boat across Mulroy Bay. The valet 
drove back to Milford and got armed 
police, who coming to the place found the 
driver still alivo but unconscious. He 
died shortly afterwards. There is no doubt 
the murder was agrarian. The relations 
between the earl and bis tenants were un- 
friendly. His lordship was kind and 
liberal to the poor, but very piirhcular 
ftiul oincHng in his dealings with liis ten- 
aiitiy, vif-iting with unsparing severity 
tho slightest infraction of the rules of the 
estate, Tbe Rib.TUd soci'jty have a strong 
hold upon the county owing in a groat 
measure to bis barsbness. Ho had an iron 
will which disregarded ullko appeals or 
menaces aud he poatessec! an extraordin- 
ary conrugo aud persevornucg iu pursuit 
of his purposes. Tho London Tunes in 
an editorial on iho assLissinatiun siiys: "It 
ia uo exuggorntion to say the news of tho 
murder, which caused a profound sensa- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday 
when ooufirmod hy tho Irish secretary, 
lias strnok this country with as much pain 
and amazement as an unprovoked declar- 
ation of war." 

CoNBTANTiNOPLE, April 2. — Tl.o Rus- 
sians fearing tbo Turks will endeavor to 
maintain neutrality, Mouan tho first 
dragoman of the Kassian embassy, has 
made tho following demand, which may 
be legarded as an ultimatum. The aband- 
donmont to the Russians of the fortifica- 
tions on both sides of the upper Bosphor- 
oua and Gallipoli and Eoulair on tho 
Dardanelles. The Turks aro also to evac- 
uate Makorikivi and Maslake and place 
some barracks and hospitals at the dis 
posal of tho Russians. Grand Dnko 
Nicholas lost night urged these domauda 
upon Raoaf PoBho and they will bo sub- 
mitted to tho council. It is said tho 
Sultan and Voflk Pa!<ha oppose them, 

It is probable that four ships of tho 
channel squadron will go to Pirieus. 

YiEN-NA, April 2. — It is announced that 
General Iguatiofl" will return here after ho 
has consulted Prince Gortschakoff on Aub- 
tria's objections to the treaty. 

Bexokade, April 2. — It is reported the 
Servians by command of ilussia will 
shortly occupy Widdin and Ad t ILilek. 
Au^triu is likely to pr0te.1t against the oc- 
cupation of the lat or place The feeliug 
iu Servian government circles inclines to 
Austria raiher than Rus-sia, and willing 
neas i;< even oxprnRsed to make a military 
convention with tho fortner. 

Lo;,-DON, April 3.— Tho Siandurd an- 
nounces officially that it has been derided 
to immediately recall the Duke of Edin- 
burgh from the Mediterranean. Tho 
government have bought tiuother large 
steamer for transportation services. 

Athens, April 3 — 'I'he admiral com- 
manding the IT, S. aqnadron cruising in 
Greek waters has ordered a njau-of war 
from Smyrna to proceed to Yolo near 
which place, according to latest accounts, 
massacres and pillaging by theTurks still 
continue. 

BnoHABEST, April 8,— Two Rufnian 
army corps stationed in Bulgaria have 
been ordered to return to Eoumania and 
take up a poaition between Gnirgovo and 
and Bucharest. It is feared the Uussians 
may impose a state of siege throughout 
Eoumania. At the secret sessions chani- 
beis to-day M. M. Ghika and Stouritza 
reported the result of their recent mis- 
sions to London and Vienna respectively. 
The former said tho English cabinet bad 
encourased Eoumania to hold out in 
regard to Bessurabin. Tho latter said 
Austria laid stress upon tho necessity of 
the Dessarabian qnosiion being settled by 
tbe decision of Enropft. 

London, April Si^The Times editorially 
says: The main faot in the present posture 
of aCfairs is that Au.stria aud England are 
ono in their view of tho treaty of San 
Stefano and of the only means by which 
witliout war it can be brought into har- 
mony with the just claims of other powers. 
Public opiuion of Europe is with them 
and if they act together with firmness and 
loyalty RnsBia may be induced to withdraw

from her position which would than ba 
obviously untenable. England will take 
measnrea for tho protection of her interests 
which wonld, however, by no means in- 
evitably cause war. 

SiLOiriOA, April 3.— The English con- 
sul is engaging interpreters who know 
tho Greek, Turkish and English langu- 
ages, at a salary of §150 per month, com- 
mencing immediately. 

Ldnuon, April 3. — Tho London corres- 
pondent of tbo Manchester Guardian calls 
attention to the significance of a Vienna 
dispatch to tho is'a.vtovi Biuhjet which was 
ptiblished hero yesterday simultansously 
with tho a[)poai-ance in Vienna of a 
dispateh making similar statements, which 
was tolegraphad from London to tbo 
Political Corrcspondeiica. Tho statoment 
is to tho eiTect that the Austrian goveru- 
ment has informed G«n. IgnatiefT that it 
required alterations to bo made in the 
penoo preliminaries aud that such alter- 
ations should bo made with the couour- 
ronco of the other Powers. There ia 
thoreforo uo prospect of England being 
isolated and tho action of the Viaaua 
Cabinet is calculated to promote tho in- 
terests of poaoo. Tho fact that this state- 
ment appeared at tho samo time iu tho 
Eastern liudf/et and Political Correspon- 
dence, both journals being somi-oflicial 
in chanioter, adds to its signiQcance. Tho 
Political Corraspondenco, reviewing Lord 
Salisbury's circular, consider.^ that as a 
list report the attitude of Austria and 
England will inevitably load both to tho 
same issue if tho Congress does not meet. 

AxiiE.va, April 3.— 'i'he American man- 
of-war ordered to Yolo is the Marion. 
Such aid as she can render to tho suffer- 
ing Greeks, however, is quite inadequnto 
and perhaps too late. French and Aus- 
trian consulpi at Yolo telographod for men- 
of-war as the Turks are quite demoralized 
and have threatened a French officer. An 
English mar of-war is expected. Tiio 
Italian goveriiLiOiit has ordered Italiin 
vessels t(i receive refugees. 

BiiiiLiK, April 3.— Tho Post publishes 
an article, which is believed to bo inspir- 
ed, adopling Lord Salisbury's criticism 
of tho treaty. It says England will hard- 
ly rtimain alone in the opinion that the 
treaty of Paris until amended is th« law 
of Europe. Russia has therefore no 
olioico between war or partiug with tho 
treaty of San Stefano, as sbo would have 
to do if she entered the Congress. 

St. PETEiisnoKG, April 3.— Tho Ayenco 
Russe says if Lord Salisbury's note is to 
decline a Gobgress its end is attained; 
but if it is iutended to open a disounsion 
tho discussion by written communications 
may lust a year, particularly as the note 
contains criticisms but no proposals. 

A correspoudent at Vienna hears from 
an official source that M. Tiza, Premier of 
tho Hungarian Ministry, has informed 
the Bmporor and Count Andrassy that ho 
could not aniwer for tho oonbeqnances in 
Hungary if Austria took a decisiou hostile 
to or iiidopoiident of England. 

Vienna, April 3.— A upeoial from Ber- 
lin says Russia's answer will contest Lord 
Salisburv's ilispatch point by point and 
will declare that tho aim of England's 
policy is plain. 

Rome, April 3.— The Fan/ulla newspa- 
per bolieve.i that the English ambassador 
is actively ur^'iug the Iialiau Government 
to assume an attitude favorable to Eng- 
land. 

London, April 3.— A disimtch from Bel- 
grade says tho Cabinet Council have re- 
sol veil that Servian troops shall occupy 
Bolgradschik and Bulgaria as far as Plev- 
na in accordance w,th the Rtissinn com- 
mands, and ouly to withdraw after a defi- 
nite settlement of the Eastern question. 

Prince Milan declared that Ssrvia would 
co-operate with Run.'^ia until Turkey was 
comploioly dismembered, Servia's policy 
being tho formation of a kingdom com- 
prising her present ond former territory. 

A Pera dispatch soys twenty thousand 
refugees have been sent to Asia within 
the last few days. 

A special from Buehare.«t says despite a 
strong popular feeling af^ainst the cession 
ef Bessarabia to Russia many doubt 
whether tho Eoumanian cabinet is oppos- 
ed to it. 

A Vienna correspondent hoars that 
Count Andrassy, recognizing the difficulty 
of assembling the Congrosa, is preparing 
for coiumou action with England. 

BEiiHN, April 3.— Wo learn from St. 
Petersburg that the direction of foreign 
afTairs has been practically placed into 
the hands of Gen. Ignatieff. Russia con- 
tinues to purchase large quantities of war 
material from Germany. 

Lord Salisbury's note has jjut an end 
to tbo plan for a revival of the Congress. 

St, PETEnsnuiiQ, April 3.— As the Brit- 
ish Govorninont confines itself to a purely 
negative criticism it may possibly bo ask- 
ed to suggest some solution of its own. It 
in argued that if tho English Cabinet 
really desire to avoid war some pacific 
solution may still bo found. Tha public 
regard tlio circular, however, as now 
proof that England has decided upon war, 
while in tbe official world it is said al- 
though the circular is not pleasant read- 
ing for thoso who desire peace it has the 
advantage of intelligibility.

THE CIUSIS. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tli.il hut for tho 
rather abrupt LiKumor in xyhich yo.^tor- 
dfty's proceedings woro brongiit to a close 
some Batisfactorv eolulion of tuu extstiug 
crisis miglit possibly have been iirriv«Ll 
at. Ha now roso to correofc tin iuipros- 
sion which aoemed to have been creatod 
by hiuguago bo utod yoalorday in uUu- 
aiou to tho i);issnyo of tlio Estiuintus. 
What ha wished to have hnuu niidorstood 
to hava said was thiit iu view of dissolu- 
tion, which tho Govenimeut had deter- 
mined to advise, Iba Houao wouldbe ask- 
ed to grant sucli nupplies as would bo 
noccsaarj for carryiny: ou tho bn.sineHa of 
tho country during tho iiitrrvitl which 
must of necossily olapso betwoGn tho se- 
parutiou of tha oxiuting Houso and tha 
meeting of tho nest uaaembly. Ho had 
not the remotest idea o£ - stating to tlie 
House that if tha Estimates were not 
passed en hloo, the Government would al- 
low no other business to bo proceeded 
with. Nothing was further from his iu- 
lention at the time, and lia Hinctiroly re- 
gretted that anysucu construction should 
have been placed on his language by gen- 
tlemen opposite. He only aslce^l tho 
House to consider those items iii the Ei- 
tin atea as were nbsolutely necessary for 
the government of tho country during tho 
intoryal which must imnicdiatoly follow 
dissolution. He might revert to the ue- 
oessity of repairs to tho trunk road which 
T^rere particularly needed in view of tho 
fact that heavy mining maciiinery was 
about to bu for\viui!-.:d to the district of 
Cariboo. lo many places the road might 
bo impassible aud bridges nught bo iu- 
seoure for the shipment of very heavy 
freight. He might also allude to the com- 
paofc House had entered into with 
the Cariboo Quartz Oo. to advance t ho 
sum of 815,000 at such time a.s tho G.)v- 
ernm ^at might think lit, .and if ho had 
beeu properly iuforined it was jTobablo 
that the company miglit at any niomont 
make a demand on the Govcramunt for 
the advaaoo to assist them in the comple- 
tion o( their enterprise. It would be im 
possible for the Government to meet that 
demand if tho item on tho'Estimates woro 
not Banctioned by tlio House. (Hear, 
hear.) Tho salary of tho Mming Engiueor, 
from whose good sorviccs tho country had 
derived po much bunsilit, could not bo 
paid unless voted, and many other iu- 
stancoB of a similar nature might be quot- 
ed, The public schools too would bo 
liable to bo closed lor a con3idor,able 
period unless tho education vote wero 
granted. Nothing, he would roiioat, was 
further from liiu iutentiou than to iusiiit 
on the passage of tho entire Ebtimatcs 
without amendment. It would bo in- 
decent and improper for a Govornmout, 
oven with a strong majority at its back, to 
do so, but it would bo particularly im- 
propor under existing circumstances, aud 
when tbo Qovornmont was doairoua of 
arriving at an amicable undcrstandirig 
■with gentlemou opposite. (Hear, hetir.) 
He had been informed when tho House 
somewhat abruptly rose ycst rday that 
the leader of tho Opposition had expressed 
a desire for a personal iiitorviow with him 
in order that some satisfactory solution of 
the orisiB might be obtained. Ho would 
now ask that gentleman if such was tho 
case and would assure liim that ho was 
desirous of doing all in hiii power to facili- 
tate the progress of public buKine.i.M. He 
■would bo ploiised to hold un interview 
■with that gontlemau and another hon. 
member selected from each aido of tho 
House in order to arrive at such a con- 
olnsion. . 

■^Tr. Walkem said that when he entered 
tho House ha bad been prepared to deliv- 
er ou behalf of tho Opposition tlio answer 
they had to make to the proposition ema- 
■nating yostorduy from tlio Government. 
He regretted if tho language of tne Attor- 
ney-General had been misuadvatood.but 
bo did not think that it bad. The firm 
answer of tho Opposition -was that they 
■would be driven to no such course as that 
proposed by tho Govornmant and he folt 
bound in tbo interests of tho country at 
large to decline to accede to the proposi- 
tion made yesterday. No one was more 
qualified than himself to understand tho 
difficult position the Government hod 
placed thomseives in. Tbo Opposition 
%yft3, bowovov, prepared to go on with tho 
busiucsB of the country, but thoy mo.ft 
Btrenuously declined to allow the Gov- 
ernment to hold tho constitutional cheek 
in connection with the Estimates which 
properly belouged to tho Opposition. To 
transfer that power was a concession he 
would never make. Ho was quite awiire 
of the position the Govorument wore in; 
but he uould not consent lo the passaga of a 
' single Hem on the Estimates until such 
i ■• mfiaiures "as the Quartz Bill had beeu 
dealt witb. The conclusion of the Op- 
position had been deliberately arrived at; 
but he was prepared to come to some un- 
derstanding to forward legislation al- 
tiioagb, he eonld not admit baviDg Pi^o- 



posed a personal interview ■with the 
leader of the Government. 

Hon.Mr.Elliott said evidently the leader 
of the Opposition had come avowedly 
prepared to reply to the proposition 
which ho was under the impression had 
boon made yesterday by tho Government 
in regard to the Estimates. But now ho 
(iNIr. E.) would ask tho hou. gentleman 
to answer tho proposition made to-day, 
viz.: to grunt the necessary supplies for 
the good conduct of the business of the 
country during the intorim between dis- 
solution and tho next meeting of the 
House. If he rightly understood tbo 
hon. gentleman ho was still anxious to ur- 
rivo at some happy solution of tho exist- 
ing dilltculticb. Ho would refer that gen- 
tlomau to Todd, volumo 2, page -lO-l, That 
groat authority said that " whou an appeal 
to the country had been determined on 
dissolution should take place ■with tbo 
l«ast possible delay; as soon as tha neces- 
sary business before Parliament has been 
disposed. By necessary business it is to 
be understood snult vieiisui-es as are imper- 
ativeiy requtreil for the piiblio sei-vice." The 
interview with tho leader of tho Opposi- 
tion would be for the purpose of arriving 
at some understanding in the interests of 
the country, not of tho Government. 

Mr. Vv'alkeui replied that tho value of 
tho hon. gentleman's desire for an inter- 
view could bo easily tested. Ho would do 
so by at once proposing that the business 
of tho country bo advanced by proceeding 
with tho Quartz Bill. He would never 
sgreo to tho passage of the Estimates un- 
der compunction, for if he did so it was pos- 
sible, ho would not say probable, that tho 
Govttrnmont having obtained Buoh money 
votes as they might require, would l«uvo 
tho Opposition in the lurch aud disaolve 
tho House without passiug tho Quartz 
Bill and other measures. If the Govern- 
ment were earnest in their profesBionB no 
bargain was necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that tho object of 
tho intinviow oould only be to roRolve ou 
the order in which tho bnsiiiess before tho 
House should bo taken up. If the inter- 
view took place after tho Qnartz Bill or 
any other measure bad been discussed 
"the cart would be placed before the 
horse." Ho desired to aceolernte the 
tnin.saclion ff public business, and to 
obviate dillicnlties iojariouB to thu coun- 
try ho had suggested that the necessary 
supplies be granted tirst, bo as to prevent 
tfilS* locking up of departments and a 
thorough suspension of all public works 
and establishments. 

Mr. Walkem said he perceived that tho 
Opposition had placed the Government iu 
a pou'crless position as it was impossible 
for thorn to carry out tho threatened disso- 
lution without having flrst secured the 
passage of tho Estimates. It was neither 
the province nor tho desire of tho Oppo- 
sition to take advantage of the situation 
(derisive cheers), but thay would not be 
tied down to granting tho supplies at the 
dictates of tho Government. Let tho 
House proceed with tho Quartz Bill and 
tho Opposition would do all thoy could to 
assist thereiu. Tlian, in a few days, tho 
Erttiniates could he cut and carved as in 
limes of yore. The Opposition did not 
want to go to tho country and they did 
not want to bo driven there, but thoy do- 
siriid to drive tiio Government into the 
jjroper cluuniol for tho promotion of pub- 
lic busino»a. He would not barter away 
a single right now iu his hands. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott reminded the leader 
of the Oi)position that tho Estimates wero 
first on the Orders of tho day, whereas tho 
CJnnrtz Bill, in its amended form, had not 
been befoie the House '2i hours. That 
measure wss however a strictly govern- 
ment measure and he would be sorry in- 
deed to witness the separation of the 
Houso without its passaga as well as that 
of the temporary measure to amend the 
Constitutir}!! Bill, Iu roferonco to this 
Hill it might bo right that he should be 
distinctly understood that the proposal 
he made yesterday for a Substitute Bill 
was to be only of-o temporary character, 
as the Government were determined to 
take the sense of the country ou the 
mciiauro now before tho Houso. Ho would 
pledge his Government to tho passage of 
tho Quartz Bill. Thov had no notion of 
doing otherwise, for if thoy did what po- 
sition would thoy be placed iu when they 
wont before tbeir conBtitnenta for re- 
election? The horrible auspioion under 
which the leader of the Opposition seem- 
ed to be laboring was entirely nnjaatifi- 
able. 

Mr. Walkem said ho had no other 
answer to make to the proposition. Ho 
must insist ou meaauree iirst, Efitimatos 
last. The Opposition would stand by 
this resolve most stubbornly. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott pointed oat that it 
was the customary practice in other legis- 
latures to pass the Estimates at a much 
earlier date in the session than the pres- 
ent moment, but in order to allow the 
hon. gentlemen further time for consid- 
eration of the proposition emanating from 
the Government he would move tho 
adjournment of the House. In tho moan 
time ho hoped that sufficient good sense 
and patriotism might be found amongst 
them to induce thorn to reconsider the 
unwise determination at which thoy had 
arrived. The loader of the Opposition 
opposed tho adjournment, which ■vksb 
nevortholess carried by a vote of 13 to 11 
The House adjourned till 2 p.m. to 
morrow.

Acts of Last Session.— Hon. Mr. El- 
liott laid before tho Houso yesterday a 
further returu of correspondence with the 
Dominion Government respecting tho 
Acts of last session. The correspondence 
covers an Order in Council recommend- 
idg tho repeal of the clauso in an "Act to 
provide for tho bettor administration of 
Justice," enacting that the existing Coun- 
ty Court Judges shall not bo removed for 
tho purpose of appointing profesifional 
men in their stead, except ou tho retire- 
ment allomnoe agreed on in 1871. Tho 
repeal is recommended on the gro«nds 
that tho euactmant is ztllra vlras of the 
Provincial Legislature. The Order also 
recommends tho repeal of a provision in 
"An Act to coiiBoliduto tho laws relating 
to legal professions" on the grounds that 
the selection of judgoa for British Colum- 
bia is not confined to the bar of the Pro- 
vinoo. 



Judge Gray, shortly before coming to 
this Province, sat as umpire in the cele- 
brated arbitration case between the Pro- 
vince* of Quebec and Ontario, involving 
claims amounting to §10,500,000. The 
judge's decision was hotly assailed by the 
Quebec press, and tho matter w.is appeal- 
ed lo iho British Privy Council, by tho 
Judicial Committee of which august body 
a decision has just been rendered that 
sustains Judge Gray on cvtry point. This 
is probably ths highest compliment that 
has aver beeu paid to a British American 
lawyer. It is worthy of note that the ap- 
peal of Quebec was based ou tho same as- 
Bumptiou as tho objection of tho United 
States to tho Fisheries Asvard, viz., that 
tho arbitrators must be uDanimons to ren- 
der a finding binding, Judge Gray bav 
iog deoided that a majority vote of an 
arbitration is sufficient,

ed on tho returu of the Ma-ude yesterday 
that some Indians at Cowiclian Bay were 
trying to sell a schoonor-riggod boat of 
about 18 fast loug, wall found iu sails, 
rig.ijing and anchor. Tho craft was rather 
old; but our informant estimated hervalne 
at some SlOO, and as the Siwashes were 
anxious to dispose of her at once for a 
quarter of tho money and left iu a hurry 
with the vessel on being questioned as to 
how aud where they picked it up there are 
Buspioions afloat that it may be stolen.
